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British Coal Strike Settled 


Subject To Voting of. Miners 
Who Will Be Advised To Accept 


New Agreement Provides for Advance of Two Shillings 
Per Shift for Persons Over Eighteen Years of Age.— 
Terms Provide for the Establishment of Permanent 
Wage Board Operative by End of March. 


London, Oct. 28—The strike of coal miners throughout England 


and Wales was settled Thursday afternoon, but the settlement is con- 


tingent on a ballot of the miners. 


Frank Hodges, a member of the miners’ executive body, announc- 
ed: ‘‘We have got terms from the government which the executive is 


submitting to a ballot of the men for their judgment. The executive 


are recommending their adoption as ¢ temporary measure until a 


national wages board is established.”’ 


The termes which the executive body 
of the miners {s recommending to the 
men proyide for an advance of two 
shillings per shift for persons of over 
eighteen years of age, with a corres- 
ponding advance for younger miners. 

The miners pledge themselves to 
co-operate to the fullest extent to ob- 
tain an increased output. 

The government issued a statement 
amilar to that of Mr. Hodges, adding 
that the ballot of the men would be 
takefl immediately. 

The terms provide that the Increas- 
ed wages wil} remain operative until 
@ permanent wages board is establish- 
ed, which will be operative py the snd 
of .

IRIOH REPUBLIC 


Trish Sympathisers Wait Upon 
Secretary Colby—Consideration 
Promised to Delegation 


Washington, Oct 27.—Arguments 
favoring recognition of the “new re- 
public of Ireland,” were presented to 
Secretary Colby at the state depart- 
ment tonight by a delegation of Irish 
eympathizers, headed by Frank P. 
Walsh former joint chairman, w'th 
Wm. Howard Taft, of the war labor 
board. 

Mr, Waleh was accompanied by 
Bugene Kincaid. New Jersey; James 
K. MoGuire, former mayor of Syra- 
cuse’ James MoGarrity, Philadelphia, 
ani Daniel C. O'Flaherty, of Rich- 
mond, Va., all membera of a larga 
committee appointed at the Ir'sh race 
convention {pn Philadelphia two years 
ago. 

Secretary Co¥by lWaetened without 
comment, but cautioned the chairman, 
when reference was made to KBamona 
De Valera, as president of Ireland, 
that, as secretary of state, he could 
hear them only on the understanding 
that they were there as United States 
citizens and yet as representatives of 
officiais of the Irish people, 

“We demand recognition, not as a 
favor,” said Mr. Walsh, “but as a 
right. The Irish republic is now es- 
tablished as a de jure and de facto 
government, Its stabliity and repre- 
sentat!ve character are attested by the 
endorsement of thd batlots of 90 per 
cent. of the Irish opie, The courta 
of the Irish republic are functioning 
daily end their decisions are reapected 
by the entire population.” 

Mr, Colby told the committea, when 
{ts presentation was concluded, that 
he would study the stenographic re- 


port that was taken.

“This world is made of infinite com- 
plexity,” he adds, “and humanity has 


‘but the immediate powers of this 
kingdom—nay, of western civilization 
—lIs in real peril of collapse.” 

Seventy-seven years ago, before 
Fdererick Harrison had entered hie 
"teens, a greater sage, Thomas Carlyle, 
also looked on his country with de- 
spairing eyes, His ‘‘Past and Present” 
is one Jong lament and warning. ‘‘The 
condition of Engiand,’ he wrote, “is 
justly regarded as one of the most 
ominous, and withal one of the strang- 
|est, ever seen in this world, Eng'‘and 
‘is full of wealth, of multifarious pro- 
duce, supply for human want in every 
kind; yet England is dying of inani- 
tion.” Everywhere he saw Mammon- 
worship and spiritudl and moral de- 
|cay—‘‘a universal social gangrene 
|threatening all modern things with 
frightful death.”

nce east of Edmonton, 

Some months ago the stcvl-head 
of the line was carried as far as 
Cache Lake near Ashmont, twenty- 
two milcs cast of St, Paul. Since 
that time the St. Paul board of 
trade and other forces in the 


north have keen nncensing im thetr 
efforts to have the line projected 
into the village and this event was 
acclaimed with enthusiasm in the 
town shortly before midday Thurts- 
.day.. The railway enters the town 
on the northern side with a station 
to be erected a short distance 
north of the present centre of 
business on Main strect. 

All the way from Oliver siding 
the new branch of the Canadian 
National traverses a pariiculariy 
fertile farming country and at St.

Strong addressee — addresses that 
fembodied many phases of the ques- 
ition under discuss'on, outlined = at 
Thursdays joint meeting of the Ro- 
tary Club, the Edmonton Board of 
Tradé and the Kiwanis Club the ur- 
gency and the absolute necessity of 
business men taking hold of the boy 


problem of tals city for a full de- 
velopment toward citizensh'p of the 
young boy element of the community. 
The speakers were ‘Taylor Statten, 
nat-ona. secretary of Boys’ Work for 
the Y.M.C.A. in Canada and C, J. At- 
kinson, head of the federation § of 
boy clubs of the world. Both made 
a thorough appeal for a complete co- 
operation in tae furtherance of boys’ 
work here and both speakers, as 
President Alexander, of the Rotary 
Club put it, left Rotarians with a 


great deal to think about. 

Taylor Statten, the next speaker of 
the day, dealt with the boy problem 
‘in a manner that kept his audience in 
rapt attention and outlined to the ga- 
}thering a scheme for the creation if 
1 boys work council that would re- 
sult in a complete co-operatioa ef el: 
jagencies and finally mean tht every 
boy would belong to some kind of or- 
gan zation tending toward a 60 ing de- 
velopment 

Problem Froin Financial Basis 


| Mr, Atkinson dealt wih the prob- 
jlem from a dollar and den. point of 
jot view. Edmonton, like other citles, 
was spending thousands of dol.ars 
per year in the protection of its bitd- 
ings, and yet was failing in its suv- 
|port and protection of the flesh and 
blood of the community that would 
|mean its ultimate citizenship. One 
hundred and ninety-two men 
ma ptained in the fire ueparcments 
here to protect buildings. Yet only 
ltwo or three persons are enro:led to 
look after the youth of the cily The 
boys were the most valuaple, yet su: ih 
a condition exists. 

The speaker gave facts and figures 
of the great reduction in child de- 
linquency brought about as a result 
jof the establishment of boys’ clubs 
land the creation of boys’ organiza- 
jtions, He claimed such institutions 
|would cut down delinquency f.fty per 
fcent. in a year, and gave figures from 
other cities to prove his contention. 
| While praising Ndmonton for its work 
in connection with the boy problem, 
as already launched by various organ- 
| (gations, he pointed out there was still 
‘much to be done, and appealed to his 
jaudience for greater co-oneration and 
ja unified endeavor in furthering the 
; work connected with the boy. 
| Mr. Statten in opening referred to 
| the question put to Sir Robert Baden- 
;Powell in 1915 as to when the war 
|} would be over, who replied that the 
'war would be over in 1935; that the 
jtrue seagon of victory, lies not in the 
actual advantage and gains, as in the 
{quality of the manhood of the nation 
jafter the war. 

Mr, Statten went on to show that, 
after all, Germany might gain more 
out of the war than the other nations 
who had been declared the winners.
